REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We have had thirty-three weeks of school. As we had 
only twenty-seven last year, the average of the two years 
is thirty weeks. ‘This amount we hope to have uniformly 
hereafter. It would be only about the average in Rock- 
ingham county, and would not require heavier taxation 
than is usual in this part of the state. 

We estimate the school work of the year to have been 
fairly successful. In some schools a high standard of ex- 
cellence has been maintained ; in others we have had, per- 
haps, all we paid for and deserved. The visit of the state 
superintendent was fruitful in arousing increased interest 
in schools and methods of teaching, though much remains 
to be desired in this respect. Some of the teachers show a 
lack of interest in their profession, evidenced by the fact 
that we can seldom induce them to take an educational pa- 
per, read a book or attend an institute. They are too 
busy with housework, or other outside work, to attend 
teachers’ meetings, and if they visit a school they wait till 
winter, when no good can result to their school work for 
the current year. It is conceded that not much specific 
guidance is to be found in the above named means of im- 
provement. The educational literature of the day is writ- 
ten from the standpoint of the graded school; while the 
country school is a problem by itself, not to be solved by 
imitation of graded school methods. Still, many helpful 
ideas may be gained, and no teacher can afford to remain 
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isolated from the educational thought of the times. We 
have arranged for a teachers’ institute in April and bespeak 
the attendance, not only of teachers, but of all interested 
in public education. 

Two children, one of James E. Bunker and one of 
Mathew Browne, have failed to attend school the twelve 
weeks required by law. The remedy is by actions of debt, 
civil actions not involving an arrest, resulting in executions 
leviable on any property of the defendants not exempt from 
attachment. By advice of the selectmen we have, as yet, 
refrained from commencing the prosecutions. ‘The advice 
of the meeting is asked. 


SUGGESTIONS TO PARENTS. 


The advantage of the graded school is great, especially 
for the younger pupils. Inthe ungraded school it is im- 
possible to give these the attention they need. The classes 
below the third reader should have not less that one third 
of the teacher’s time. Even then their progress will not 
equal that of children in a primary school unless the parent 
helps the teacher. It is, therefore, very desirable that the 
child be well started in reading before entering 
school. If possible, let the first reader be completed at 
home and let a beginning be made in writing. Edna Mc- 
Kenzie, six years old, entered school reading excellently in 
the third reader. 

At all times let the home contain plenty of the best read- 
ing suited to the child’s age and ability and let him be in- 
duced to read. The time that can be given to reading in 
school is much less than is needed. 

The multiplication table is a stumbling block with many. 
Their progress in arithmetic is crippled from failing tolearn 
it thoroughly at the proper time. Let it be drilled on at 
home till it is mastered. 
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Visit the school, confer with the teacher, keep informed 
as to your child’s progress and assist him at home on any 
point in which he is deficient. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


Some of our schools have a needless multiplicity of 
classes and great irregularity prevails as to the rate and 
order of progress in the different studies. A teacher who 
does not know what to do witha class after he has called 
it, may like to kill time by constantly changing classes. 
If he has ability and interest in his work, he will wish at 
least fifteen minutes for a class. In fact, we find our best 
teachers lamenting the great number of classes that it seems 
necessary to have. Our schools can certainly be better 
classed and we believe it should be insisted on. Not more 
than one class should be allowed in language, grammar, 
history, large geography, hygiene, or any reader above the 
first. ‘The interests of no scholar would suffer from such a 
regulation. 

It has been suggested to us that we systemize the order 
of studies, making them'lead in a regular course up to the 
higher schools. We believe it practicable and greatly for 
the benefit of all. By advice of the state superintendent 
the following course of study has been adopted for the 
larger schools ; and it is required that the younger scholars 
be at once classed in accordance with it and that it gradu- 
ally be brought into effect in all classes. It canin no case 
require more classes than now exist. In most cases it will 
permit a considerable reduction intheir number. The rate 
of progress is adapted to the abilities of average scholars. 
Some will be able to save a year or more by dispensing 
with reviews and taking studies with classes in advance of 
theirs. A few will need to review studies with classes fol- 
lowing theirs.

First 
or last half of two years’ course in large geography. (On- 
ly one class allowed.) 


EIGHTH YEAR.—Read Dole’s American Citizen and 
complete literary selections. Written arithmetic, percent- 
age. Geography completed. First or last half of a two 
years’ course in history. (Only one class allowed. Begin 
history and large geography alternate years, then seventh 
year pupils may be allowed to take history first.) 


NINTH YEAR.—Reading same as eighth year. Ad- 
vanced arithmetic or book keeping. History completed. 
One year’s course in grammar. 
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Writings and declamations throughout the course. 
Composition last three years. 
The usual statistics are appended.
